?.?.!. or tlfeias =2 their blue ribbon, 
designed by find In make Diem "re- 
member all the commandments of the 
Lord your God. to do them ; and that 
ye seek not after your own heart and 
ymir own eyes, after which ye used to 
go a whoring ; that ye may remember 
i.ll My commandments, and be holy 
unto your God."

I have seen other 
women and sirls a!s<: trying to conquer 
the t'umtunite by other means, bnt in 
I lie e.mrse of time, the mark of its 
i li:iri..t- wheels would score their dress, 
rr»m root to crown ! 

Again, they might have made friends 
out or these Cnnnnnites— the enemies 
of their God. There is no driving out 
sin while one is in a league and fellow- 
ship with sinners. There is a would-be 
Candidate for the work not far from 
me. who writes long letters, bewailing 
her inability to come up to God's re- 
quirements of her, nuiI floods her pillow 
with tears over the lost condition of the 
world. But her intimate, petted friend 
is u backslider, and she dries her tears 
nivr the majority, and gors off chatting, 
to >ln-il smiles on her favorite sinner. 
W.i [he Israelites, when an angel enme 
di.wn [mm God to rebuke tueir sins, 
"wept and offered Encrificcs," but didn't 
drive out the Cannanitcs ! 

Lastly, their consecration could not 
have been entire. When one step in 
the way is really taken, niul that foot 
i* firmly planted on the Hock, it '.1 
always possible to take- the next. There 
is only one thing thnt mnkes it impos- 
sible to take any step which God ha* 
brought us. and that is. that our will 
is in it entirely submitted to His wilt.

(Editorial in New York Journal.) 

It is a Hue thing to build commodious 
prisons for our worthy murderers aud 
burglars. It is a good idea to plan mid 
endow clean and tidy insane asylums 
for our flourishing population of crazy 
people. The scheme of establishing 
houses of refuge for bad boys aud giris 
is a worthy one. 

But whnc a waste of ebaritahle energy 
is there 1 What a misdirected and mis- 
applied salve to our feelings of human- 
ity I 

And why ? Walk down into the dark 
hells of the tenement, districts and you 
will find the tiny bubbling sources of nil 
these things. Through the mnd, nnd 
babble, and uproar, the Hupping of 
clothes-lines und rags, the curses of 
drunken men nnd hags, you will find 
nil about you the dammed and muddied 
springs of the crime, eraziness nnd de- 
pravity which 611 our prisons, asylums, 
und reformatories. 

Children are all about yon, cursing, 
crying, learning menu tricks nnd petty 
thefts, forgetting truth and honor, hat- 
ing the gloomy ileus they call home, 
nnd knowing nothing of God. 

But do not disturb them. By all 
means let them riot ifu wretchedness 
nnd wallow in precocious crime undis- 
turbed, ,Cnu you not see that they are 
not yet ripe Cor reformation such as we 
give ibem ? 



That little hoy iu the gutter may make 
u line murderer some day, nud then 
we will take him to our prison, send 
him our llowers and tracts and reform 
him. 

The little girl gnnwing rat-like at tbc 
rotten apple will give our Scripture- 
readers a line chance for the exercise 
of tlioir talents in a few years, when 
she has grown sodden with depravity. 

A Cue crup truly ! Let us leave them, 
therefore, and proceed half-wny along 
I be stream of life, between these bitter 

sprincs 1 Hip gi-ent •jcu of dent!>, and 

establish our little prisons and our little 
asylums aud our fine houses of refuge, 
nnd wait for the small germs to float 
to us as grown-up criminals and luna- 
tics. 

And they will surely come. They will 
come with lines on their faces and fire 
in their hearts, a sullen, maddened 
army, murmuring, remorseless, and 
Idled with hutred of their fellowmon. 

Let us continue, therefore, to put out 
the familiar sign on our tenements : 
"No children wanted ;" and in the halls,

Mr. Spoivcr Iind been riipn^ed ill pri- 
s'oi work i.nly n short time when he 
rcnlized tli.it the environment of prison 
life was !ini helprnl townrds reforma- 
i ion. especially of the young, but rather 
hail a tcinii-iie.v lo hiliileu and degrade. 
While eoiiversiiiK with on.- of tin- pri- 
soners, ho r-iunil that he was anxious to 
live ii hei;i- life — "to turn over a now 
leaf," to use his own words. This was 
an opportunity, lie found hnlf-n-doxon 
others who were anxious In ntart life 
over iiKain, uu entirely n different plnn, 
mid to this end he consulted (lie Warden 
of the prison. Dr. Cilmour, who cave 
his ready assent to these men beiiiK 
n Unwed to meet for prayers after work 
hoiirs. It is now three and n-linlf yours 
since the firHt prnyer meeting wna held, 
n( tended by

have been held regularly every Mondny 
evening tdnoo, nail, at the lime of writ- 
ing, with nil iittenrtiinoe of over one 
hundred.

CllAl'TKlt XIV. 
THE WAR WITH PYRRHUS. 

Sparta possessed a colony in Italy, the 
city of Taveutum, near the gulf of the 
same nnmc. The inhabitants were ns 
proud as their Spartan ancestors, but 
through idleness and luxury bad become 
fickle nnd wenk. The TarcnliucH mal- 
treated some Itoman ships within their 
hiiriior, and then insulted the ambass- 
ador who was sent (o oompinin. When 
Home scut nu army tu avenge the insult 
the Tnreutines became frightened nnd 
sent to ryrrhiis, the King of Kpirns. 
for help. The latter enme readily e- 
nough with twenty-eight tbousnnd men, 
nnd twenty elephants, hoping to conquer 
the whole country. The Homnns mnreli- 
iil against him, and a great battle wan 
fought on the hanks of the river Siris. 
Huili sides fought well until the- ele- 
phnnls charged, and put the Romnns to 
llight ; ouly nightfall saved them from 
being entirely destroyed. So great, how- 
ever was l'yrrhus' toss that be declared, 
"Such another victory and I shall bove 
to return nlono to Epirus," Finding the 
Tiireniiiies unreliable, he resolved to 
(rent with the Humans, mid be sent Ilia 
counsellor, Kiaens, to offer peace, if 
Hume would promise safety to bis Ital- 
ian allien. Presents were went to the 
senators and their wives. The Romans, 
however, would not accept sueh gifts, 
which they rightly considered as bribes, 
although they were inclinril to make 
ponce. Blind old Apphm Clnndius, how- 
ever, opposed peace proposals. 

Kiuens went hack toPyrrhus much im- 
pressed with tho sterling charncters of 
Lho Romanr, and fold hia master so. 

The Itumitns senr Fubricius to treat 
with the King of Plpirus about the Ho- 
rmnis taken prisoner. Fnbricius was nn 
honest but pour man. Fyrrhus tried to 
win him by magnificent presents, which 
wore refused. Suddenly the tent-hnng- 
ingii fell down nnd disclosed n large 
olcpbnnt close behind Fnbricius, waving 
his trunk and li-utnpcLtiie fright fully. 
The Itoman turned quickly nnd smilingly 
said, "Ncithc-i' your gold nor your great 
boasts move me." 

The Itoman prisoners were released 



on condition that they wore !■. ',„• ~ c - 
turned if im |ieaee was coiiolinlcil after 
a certain time. This was rnillifully 
done. 

Fnbricius wns one of the consuls chosen 
the following year. A physician of the 
King wrote to him, offering to poison 
l'yrrhus for a t-ewnrd. Fnbricius- and 
the other consul sent the letter to the 
King, snying : "You choose your friends 
uad foes iiiniiy. This tetter will show 
yon (bat you make ivai- with honest men 
and trust vogues." 

Tin- King pal tin- iih.vsici.ui tu death, 
and released I he Itoman prisoners un- 
condifinnally. IU- nnidc again poiiw pro- 
posals, but the Itnmaiis wouM not ac- 
cept peace except on condition that 
Tnrcutum be delivered up and Pyrrhus 
relnnicd lo Epirus. 

Hostilities continued and another bat- 
tle wan fought in wbi-h lho elephants 
again di;:per^-d the IMmans, hut net 
until nightfall, Pyrrhus had boon 
wounded ami many Greeks killed. 

The King then seat lo Sicily to aid 
Die Greeks then Isettled there against the 
C'lilhnginiaas, bill found them as unreli- 
able as the Italinn Greeks. He returned 
suddenly to Tarentnm when Marcus 
Curius was one of the consuls. Marcus 
was a sterling, plain Jtomnn. He con- 
scribed men for service against Pyrrhus, 
and these who refnaed to serve had their 
property seized and sold. Marcus 
marehed against Pyrrhus and defeated 
him entirely, taking from hiin his ele- 
phants. The King relumed 1o Epirut, 
and Rome had won after nine yenrs of 
struggling. 

Rome reduced tbe degenerate Greek 
solllemonts in the South of Italy, one 
lifter the oilier, taking their fleets and 
reducing their walls. They connected 
I he cities by \vcl]-pnved roads, which 
rcrnnin lo this day, nnd by 2*50 R. 0. 
possessed all (he southern peninsula of 
I'ome.

For I he past three weeks the Snlvntion 
Army and the Prisoners' Aid Association 
have carried on a. remarkably-successful 
revival at (he Oentrtil Prison, during 
which time many prisoners have been 
brought to Christ, while mnny . more 
have gone out 1'i-om the prison with tile 
intention of leading new lives. Tbe 
most gratifying incident in connection 
with (he meetings was the large number 
of hardened criminals who were 
brought to the penitent form, nnd this 
fact, taken as a whole, should prove 
that a greater or more impnrtant work 
for the glory of God and the benefit nf 
mankind was never accomplish; d in the 
Central Prison. Duriug the whole of 
the lime the prisoners pnirl tbe strictest 
attention to tho eloquent appeals of the 
Army and (heir assistants, nnd mnny 
wcre brought to tears bv the earnest 
nnd p.athelle pleading* which seemed !n 
penetrate dozily into tlieir hearts. The 
prisoners were invited to testify at the 
meetings and many availed themselves 
of (lie opportunity. Many earnest and 
remarkable loslirn.iuios fell from the 
lips of thi' boys who have decided for 
the future to walk in the path of right- 
eousness and fnllmv ia the footsteps of 
(lie T.ord .Tesns Christ. 

Another achievement in connection 
wiih the work is the romnrknblo ehnnge 
in the ebaraeler of the prisoners, who 
now manifest lho most cordial relation- 
ship Inwards each other, and who pay 
very little Miration to rielittling crit- 
icism. A pleasing incident occurred ill 
I he close of I he meetings on Monday 
night, when one of I he prisoners rose 
from his seal, and on belinlfof his fob 
low-prisoners, Ihnnkeil Ilie Army and 
their nssistnnls for the iiiesfimalile 
blessings which (hey had received, and 
expressed u wish lhal they would long 
be spared to work in their midst. An- 
other prisoner, afl'-r oppressing sym- 
pnlhy for Dr. Gilmniir (flic Warden! 
in his severe illness, enlogi?.ed him for 
having opened the doors of the Prison, 
wiih due appreciation of the wholesome 
ii'dnence which the Army officers exer- 
cise upon the prisoners, and Ihus ended 
one of (lie mosl successful revivals that 
has been held within the prison wnlls,

Giving Medidce to Children. 

Hospital nnrscs will tell you that a 
large amount of taet is recjuirod to set 
some patients to tnke medicine. This 
especially applies to children, who lack 
the ronsouiiiE powers of their ciders. 
Tare should be laknn tbnt no oily med- 
icine touches the lips, and it is a gooil 
plan when such medicine has lo he 
taken, to moisten the ynoo'h — not the 
lips— wiib water previously. Attvr tnk- 
ing bitter drugs— such as qunssln, quin- 
ine, strychnine, etc.— the persistent tnntr 
is host removed by masticating and, 
swallowing small pieces of dry brend. 
This wipes and elennscs the back of 
tin* tongue, and clems awny the nau- 
seous taste. 

Mnny mcilii-inoB offchd more by their 
smell than by their tnBte. Where such 
is the ensp, the nostrils should be closed 
with the fingers before the medicine 
comes within range nf the olfactory 
sense, and kept closed until the draught 
or powder Is swallowed.

No other voice would have been obeyed 
by these experts of the deep : tlit-y 
kiiew their business too well. But His 
voice inspired confidence, and implicit 
obedience nnd success followed the com- 
mand, nnd .leans Identified Himself in 
that net with the activities of life and 
set the seal of honor upon every crnft. 
nitd profession. Follow His weary foot- 
steps mid see Him in the home into 
which the denlh-nngel has crept nnd 
stolen the home's denrest idol ; ex- 
ercising His Divine prcrogntive, He 
gave buck the little daughter to her 
sorrowing pnreuts.

WHY JT IS. 

Ciod is tilting you for n place in His 
lOternul Kingdom. " If God loved you. 
He would not permit j m to softer," 
some tnunting tempter may say to you, 
God hnH n plan for every life, and it 
may be that in nllliction's sohool. under 
Ihe tuition of pain, you mny be the 
more readily lilted for your place. How 
strong we feel when we nre conscious 
that, the great llaster hand is upon the 
springs of our life ! 

"Almost imperceptible creatures in the 
son build, in the Indian Oceun, a gob- 
let. It is called NepLune's Cup. Some- 
times it hns n height of six feet nnd n 
brendth of three. It is erected solely 
by myriads of polypi— frngile animals 
shrunk within their holes and only half 
issuing, in order to plunge their miero- 
scnpically-smnll arms into the waves. 
One of these crontures, struggling to 
keep its position on some reef, made, 
perhaps, by the graves of its predecess- 
ors, begins lo build without any con- 
sultation with its swarming mates.

Bach works 
in a separate cell, each is ns much cut 
off from communication with each other 
us nn inmnte if n cell in the wards of 
ri prison i« from his associates. They 
build the stem to the proper height, and 
I lieu they begin to widen It. They en- 
large, it, nnd commence the construction 
or the cup. They have no communica- 
tion with each other. They build up 
the sides leaving a hollow within. Every- 
thing proceeds according to a plnn. You 
hnve first the pedestnl, then the stem, 
then the widcucd flange of the goblet, 
then the hollow within looking up to 
heaven. The snvnge passes nnd gazes 
on Neptune's Cup in the Indian Oeenu, 
nnd is struck with reverence, no snys 
In his secret thought : These creatures 
ennnot speak with ench other ; but they 
net on n plan ns if they were nil in n 
conspiracy to produce just this Nep- 
tune's Cup. In the plan theirs or does 
il belong to n power nliove them ? The 



poor snvagc there on the foaming coast 
of the tropics, looks up into the same 
sky into which the cup gnzes, nud finds 
t)ic Author of Neptune'H goblet in a 
power not of, but In, the creatures which 
build it. It is in them, not of (hem, 
for they hnve no intellect which enn 
conceive whnt the goblet is ; but in 
isolnlion of each other they so build their 
cells that they produce nt last n struc- 
ture, having a plan in view, not only 
.lppnreiitl.v, but in fact, from the very 
first. Even foremost French mnterinl- 
ists find themselves dazed when they 
stand where the savnge does." 

This is n Kcioutiliv illustration, given 
by Dr. Cook, of the Omnipresence of 
the Creator. What u lesson for every 
Christian !

.structure "whose Builder and Maker is 
God."

if men inlilieled to drink, knowing how 
easily they succumb to discuse. I state 
it upon the best authority that there is 
no phicc un the enrtli, and no condition 
in life, in which a man in good health 
is benefited by even the most moderate 
indulgence in nicuholie drinks ; hut, on 
ihe contrary, is rendered less able 10 
resist all the adverse influences of clim- 
ate nnd circumstances which combine 
In impair ids hearth. Physiology nnd 
experience tench us that alcoholic stim- 
ulants are not essential or necessary for 
man's welfare under circumstances of 
exposure to severe bodily or mental 
slrnin, or to extremes of heat or cold. 
.Inst ii few leslimiinies of practical men 
on Ihis lino. 

Dr. Carpenter, the greatest nuthority 
of (he age, was essentially a water 
drinker, only occasionally taking n glass 
of wine or half n glass of ulc when 
feeling depressed. Fur two years he nh- 
stuiued totally, during which time he 
accomplished more mental work, nud 
did it easier, nnd suffered less from 
lils of depression, than when taking an 
occasional glass. 

Locke, a very feeble man iu body, 
attributed his long life of hind mental 
(oil, lo bis habit or total abstinence. 

Dr. Hooker, Sir ,1ns. Hoss, and other 
Arciic explorers, nil alllrni Hint alcohol 
gives only a temporary warmth, which 
soon leaves the body colder and more 
fatigued tbiui it would have been with- 
out it, whereas coffee or tea, with a 
bite of food, gives permanent strength 
and comfort. 

In Kill), the crew of a Danish ship, 
oi 'itj men, well supplied with provisions 
nud ardent spirits, attempted to pass the 

«' >' hi Hudson's Buy. 5S of (hem 

died before spring ; while in the ease of 
an lCnglish crew of 22 men. ill the same 
circumstances, but wil limit the distilled 
spirits, only two died ; and so I could 
multiply iustunccs. 

Dr. Mosely, in his work on tropical 
diseases, slates that walcr-driukers per- 
form their work without fatigue or in- 
convenience, whereas spirit-drinkers 
succumb to tile intense bent, and more 
readily take the diseases peculiar to the 
hot countries. 

Sir Charles Napier, who, for u long 
lime, commanded Ihe British forces in 
India, snid to his young men : "Let me 
give you n bit of advice— Don't drink. 
You are come to a country where, if 
you drink, you arc dead men. If yon 
keep sober you will get on and do well, 
hut if you drink you ore done, for you 
are dead men. 1 know iwo regiments 
in this counlry, the one di'unJ:, the 
other didn't. The one that didu't 
drink is (he finest regiment iu existence, 
and has done well. Tile one that did 
drink has been all but destroyed. I 
know some men will drink in spite of the 
devil and their ollicers, but such men 
soon find their way to the hospital, and 
very few that go in in (his country ever 
come out alive."

The Vultur es in South Africa, 

In London correspondence to the As- 
sociated Press we find a description by 
Julinu Ralph of a ride to Bloemfontein 
in the wnke of Roberts' army, rrom 
which we take the following : 

"I saw ahead of me a swarm of vul- 
tures soaring ia ns thick a cloud as if 
they had been moths. As I drew near 
I noticed that the bulk of each one's 
body wns very great. On the ground, 
where there were two score waddling 
about, they seemed even IftrffOr. 

"They marked the outer edge of the 
great nnd horrid Held of carnage. Many 
dend horses lay on the veldt, nnd these 
birds were eating some and porchini; on 
the hacks of othors. 

"They were to be my constant com- 
panions for three days. 1 was to see 
hundreds upon hundreds of them, and 
never once by day fail to see them. 
Yet there were not enough of them to 
make awny with all the rood thnt war 
hnd given them. 

"Of all the pitiful, heart-rending 
sights I have ever seen, none nre com- 
pared to this view of hundreds upon 
hundreds of dead and dying horses ou 
this one hundred miles or war's promen- 
ade. 

"The poor beasts had done no man 
nny harm — in fact, each one had been 
a man's reliance — and to see them 
shnttered by shell and then ripped opeo 
hy vultures, often berore they wore 
dead, was enough to snap the tcudcrost 
chords of one's brenst. For some rea- 
son hundreds had dragged themselves 
to the liinin road, and there had died 
either ill the truck of the wnggons or 
by the side. 

"My companion ined to turn nnd look- 
back at these dying horses to find that 
they Were still straining their eyes 
after the carl. Then lie would say, 
'He is looking nt us yet. Oh, it makes 
me sick. Look, he is Hlaring at us like 
a guilty conscience.' 

"P'or my part I would not look be- 
hind. Heaven knows it wns bad ahead, 
where horses stumbled nnd fell from 
weakness while the horrible vultures 
swept in circles over tin-in, eager to 
rend tln-ii- living flesh."

A sudden Call. 

The eall, though not altogether unex- 
pected, at hint nunc very suddenly. 
Stiifi-Ciipt. Croigliton was assisting the 
Colonel in the leut meeting in lJuiroriu 
Grove on Sunday uighi. 17lh June, when 
a messenger brought the news : "Pro- 
fo.ssnr Wiggins is dying. Yuu are wunt- 
eil immediately tit the hospital." The 
Wnff-Cnnluiu hastened away with all 
speed. Wo were all hoping thai tile good 
news whieli haii a day or two previous- 
ly reached lis that lie was better had 
meant Lhut .soon he would be restored lo 
heiilth. and lo the work whieh he loved 
and was vigorously pushing, when five 
weeks prior lo thi" he was stricken down 
with the sickness which ended his earth- 
ly career— an obscure disease of the 
nerves. Early on .Monday moinhig lie 
hail Tor ever laid aside I lie Piano and 
the discords or earlh 1o take his place 
at the harp and to revel through eternal 
day in the lieavcalv hurmouics of the 
skies. 

An Intsresthis: C?-r«!\ 
Professor Wiggins was sneh a well- 
known eharacler throughout the Do- 
minion of X!ullndu that possibly an out- 
line of his career muy prove lo be of 
considerable iuteiesl to our mnny read- 
ers. Apart frivm thai fact, however, 
the work lie put in for the Army, es- 
pecially in former days, merits some 
recognition. 




PROFESSOR WIGGINS. 



He wan born In the town of Leeds, 
Yorkshire; Bnglnnd. August 23rd, 78-12. 
and joined the British Army when sil- 
icon yearn of age, doing eight yen re' 
service. He served ill the Indian 

.Mutiny, nfter which, nnd daring his 
military sc/vieo, he wns drafted to 
Amerien. On file journey die Iroops 
suffered ahipwiccl: for nr> less a period 
than (hreo months- -'the last six weeks 
of which each mini was .illor.nl hut 
one pound of biscuits pUr week ns 
rations. On arriving at Bermuda the 
lever wns raging, and they were coin- 
polled to pay in advance for coffee be- 
fore being nllowed lo land. He com- 
• pleted his mililiiry career al Froderic- 
ton, N. B.. where, being disabled 
through sickness, he was permanently 
relieved from the service. 

The three ycni'fl following he spent in 
(be capacity of Railwny Station Mnstcr, 
In the Old Country, returning again to 
Amerien In 1873. 

A Musical Genius. 

There Is no need for me to dwell on 
the accomplishments of Geo. A. O. 



Wiggins as a musician. The many wha 
have watched aud listened to bin clever 
executions upon the piano are their own 
judges, and have formed their own con- 
clusions. The fait that he graduated 
in the Royal Academy of Music in 
London, England, us B.A., accounts for 
more, perhaps, than anything I could 
say, but it appears from a child he in- 
herited a love, and possessed an apti- 
tude, for music such as is certainly ex- 
ceptional. It was this feature tknt 
marked him out, as a hoy, nnd placed 
him ia tile, proud position of having 
played before Her Majesty l£iieeii Vic- 
toria shortly after he was six y.itrs of 
age. 

It was the opportunity lor musical do- 
velopmenl whieli attracted him to the 
British Army, The three years he 

spent ut Fiodeiictoii were lint in us 
Instructor of Music at the Military 
School, Upon his release he immediate- 
ly returned to London, England, and 
re-entered the Royal Aendimy ut Music, 
where, after receiving bis degree of 
H.A.. lie remained for one year as a 
teacher. 

Later, he introduced music into the 
Collegiate. Institute, at Whilby, Out., 
and was roeogniKed as one of the I'ro- 
fissovs of the Kiime. He was married 
lo Miws Annie King, mi Oelober 13th, 
1S79. 

His Conversion. 

It was while 1'rofessor Wiggins was 
living in Whilby, Out., that. 1he Army 
"opened lire." When he heard Ihem on 
the slrect he began lo Ihink that the 
.Judgment Day was drawing nigh, and 
that it was high time he had quit the 
one unfortunate habit of his life, which 
had been the "cup of bilterness" to 
himselr, to his dear wife, and to their 
personal friends— the drink. He listen- 
ed to iho Army on the street two or 
lliree limes, followed them to the bar- 
racks, and there sought unit fuund sal- 
vation. The ehavneteriHtie reformation 
of conversion wns soon manifest, not 
only in die changed life respecting him- 
self, lmi also in the happiness, comfort, 
and joy whieh illumined nud radiuled 
hi.s famdy aud hume. 

Army Service. 

Ho became o soldier, and a year or so 
luler applied for oilleership. He was 
uceepled. au.l did service at Headquar- 
ters, following as Field Officer at Co- 
bourg, Kingston, and Perth, 

The kind of service which he rendered 
rnny be very well gnuged from the fal- 
lowing reports extracted from Ihe War 
fry :

I'oliiuirg in going up. Two souls and 
three wanderers have relumed. A

lie has been separated from her for 
several years. For tifteen yenrs ho has 
been connected with Frank Robins' A- 
meiican Circus, driving a band waggon, 
and other things connected with the 
devil's, playlhing t but, praise Clod ! he 
thanked Ihe iiieased Saviour that He 
led him into the despised Salvation 
Army barracks, for Jesus had shown 
bin, (he light." 

He ha« left the circus and will s» 
liismii to his wife and trust Ood in the 
future. Glory, praise, aud power to 
(toil for ever.

In Prison. 

While stationed in Rrockville, indeed 
il wns in connection with the advent of 
the Army to that city, 1'nptaia Wig- 
gins was, like 1'aill, In/nored as being 
made a prisoner for Ihe Gospel's sake. 
The following report appeared in the 
War (Jry dated October, 1885, under the 
beading : 

Sloge of Brcckvlllo. 

Having marched for u short distance 
s'liging several choruses, we halted on 
a slightly-raised elevation near the Post 
Office, frequently used by putent med- 
• ieiin? men, aud lircd in among the hun- 
dreds of people with whim) we were 
surrounded. While eiigngcd ill singing— 

"O'er the battlements of Glory, 
Holy ones are looking down," 

a gentleman, who proved to be the 
Chief of Police, stepped up, touched 
Cnpt. Wiggins gently with his eaue ami 
drew him to one side, 

"Y..'ii are the Capiain, 1 presume," ho 
said. 

"Yes, sir." answered the Oaptnin. 

"We cannot tolerate your disturbing 
tile pence ilniK," responded the ]Hjlice 
olllcer. "You musl not act iir this man- 
ner any more on the streets." 

"We will obey God, sir." 

"Well, vou understand, if this is re- 
peated, I will have to di/ my duly nnd 
lock you up." 

"I'erfeelly rigbl," replied Ihe Captain. 
"Do your duly, and we will do our duty 

lo (led." 

The intention of the Magistrate to nr- 
resl us was soon known, ami s[>r.>ad like 
wild-lire. Accordingly, in the afleriiiKVn 
some thousands of curious people had 
.■/ceiimnluLed on the .streets, waiting for 
us mid anxious lo see (he rmulls. The 
Captain and Cadet threw themselves 
in the hands of God, and with heiirls 
full of love for perishing souls, raised 
I heir voices as they passed through the 
masses of people on either side of the 
street, and sang : 

"Oh, yes. there's salvation for you," 

They had not' gone far. however, be- 
fore Cnpt. Wiggins experienced the ap- 
plication of Ihe Bobby's hand to the 
back of his coat collar. Hopping along 
in this nwkwnrd position, he continued 



lo 
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"I will follow Thee, my Saviour, 

Thou di.lst -died Thy l»!o«i fur me, 
And though all men should forsnke me. 
By Thy grace I'll follow Thee." 
Cadet Boll, meanwhile, was affecliou- 
nlely embraced in Ihe loving nrms of 
n man in n blue eonf with brass but- 
tons. Honored witli saeh attention, 
I hey were ushered into Ihe preeinels of 
the police slnlion. After an hour's knee- 
drill nnd scng, just when Cnpt. Wiggins 
was feeling for the softest plnuk. nnd 
had found the one with the fewest 
knots, the gentleman in blue entered, 
aud, nffer taking their names, state.! 
thai they could go. with the under- 
standing Hint they would nppenr the 
following morning n't 10 o'clock. 

Ten o'clock Monday moneng arrived. 
The prisoners were arraigned in court 
nnd charged wilh violating the bylaw. 
After a prolonged discussion, in which 
the ouleers expressed their intention to 
obey Goil rather than man. they fell 
mi their knees and nrayed that God 
would bless nnd save the nuthorilies. 
and expressed their willingness to go to 
prison if the Lord desired it. 

The Mngislrntc gnvc them (be option 
of paying one dollar each nnd eosls, or 
being sent to jail for ten dnys. He also 
stated that this, being the first offence 
he had it ill his power to discharge them 
if they would promise to desist, 
which, of course, would mean disobed- 
ience to God. Rnther thnn this, they 
took the ten ilnys in Brockvllle jail, the 
Cadet singing as he went, 

"I'm satisfied with Jesus here, 
He's everything to mo."

Following his command at Perth, he 
travelled through the country ninkiiig 
nnd singing Salvation Army music nnd 



songs, ami telling what Christ hnd done 
for him through the Army's iiistn 
mentality. 

His Compositions. 

Il was immediately lifter his release 
from Bmrk villi- jail that he wrote the 
words and music or that song which l;ns 
gone all rouud tile world : 

'"Forward soldiers, inarching on to wnr, 
Step out boldly, keep the foe in view ; 
We ahull conquer, for we know we are 
True BloMl-nud-h'in ' soldiers of Ihe 
King of Kings." 
Several oilier songs which Brother 
Wiggins made have had a' Himilar popu- 
larity, among them are those with music 
contained in this aud following issues, 
and the songs o-f which the following 
are the choruses : 

"List lo Ihe Saviour's voice speaking, 
'1 love thee, 1 love thee ; poor soul 
come to Me ; 
My lilood thai was shed is still fresh 
and (lowing 
To cleanse Ihee from sin. from sin. 
Come, come, lie set free.' " 

"Take n licket through lo Heaven, now's 

the lime; 
All nboard. lor the train is now ready ; 
Single tickets .'illy issued on this line, 
No stopping till you get to Glory," 

He visiled the Cryslul Puhiee, in Lon- 
don, I'higlnnd, at our Triennial Con- 
gress, in 1H1I0, when he, wilh many 
olheis, witnessed n sight which has. 
perhaps, been milv impivvcd liv seeing 
face to face the Lamb of God Who 
washed away his sins. Writing to his 
wife from Ihe Congress lla T l, Clapton, 
London. Hug., he suys : 

"1 cannot describe to you the grandeur 
of the processions and meetings at the 
Crystal Palace. I trembled and cried 
with delight. About one hundred mid 
thirty thousand people present, 5,200 
otllcers nmoug them, every eounlry re- 
lirescnied ; 1.000 Imudsmen- 1 played 
nil the piano at Ihe Tnlnec, r.<H) out lo 
the penitent form." 

Sad that so soon after this a chapter 
occurred in iiis history which is, perhaps. 
In si iiuwrllleii. Ixil which. f«r the sake 
of olheis who may have fallen, and 
are now away Trom God, we would like 
to say we believe was all long since 
forgiven. 

ills Restoratian. 

When anolher record is written— or 
lather is revealed— we believe it is most 
likely In show that, under God, his 
resti/iatioii was chielly attributable lo 
Lhe loving, faithful, nnd untiring efforts 
of one or two of the members of our 
Territorial Headiiuaiiers' Staff, who, 
from the duy they lirst came neross 
his pulhwny, have never censed to visit 
him, pray with and for him, and do all 
in their power to assist him in other 
ways— ort-times calline; 'on him more 
Ulan once per day, until they knew for 
certain that he had complete victory 
over his one bcselmeiit, and that his 
feet wore ngain well established in the 
ways of righteousness. 

Near the laller end of 18'J1), the wril- 
ler and the General Secretary were 
walking up Yonge Street nnd we met 
Iliotlior Wiggins, where, ill conversa- 
tion, he assured ns thai Ihe next duy, 
being Sunday, he was g./ng to Lippiit- 
eott barracks to give himself 
afresh to God. The Chief Sec- 
retary wns spec! al ling then' on 
i in- Sunday in question, and, Hue to his 
word, Bro, Wiggins sought and found 
lhe prize be had so long lost— salvntion. 

Prom thai day lo the day of his death 
he has been mivsl diligent, and as a 
soldier has gloried in the grace Hint 
saved him. He composed severnl new 
songs, among them being : 
"For His Spirit every moment followed 
me." 

Nor wan he slow to express his <-,p- 

preciiilloi d gralitude tn Hie people 

mill orgiiiiizalion which carried til his 
vm.i.j lu-iiri. the " ."nice of Christ 
Jchiis." 

His end wns penee ; and nfier an im- 
pressive service in the barracks, where 
he loved lo come nnd "sing, nnil pray, 
and piny for Jesus," ns lie used to sny. 
he was given a soldier's funeral, his body 
being Inid in Mount Plensnnl Cemetery, 
uu Tnesdny, Juno Iftth. 

None, npnrt from his own loved 
ones, miss Professor Wicgins more 
thnn do the soldiers of lhe Lippineott 
corps, iind the numbers of Salvntion 
Army children who were receiving at 
his hands nueli n loving nud valuable 
musical education. Our renders will 
remember in tender pleading those Icfl 
behind.
